Ie spoke some forty min- | 
utes in his solemn, carnest and convincing man- 
ner; and the audience was evidently deeply 
moved—some agreeably, and some most disa- 
greeably. Ie was going on to show that the Je-

gave the Mexicans hell, created Zachary Taylor | 
President—" Why don’t you make Jesus Presi- 
dent?’ roared out one of the ruffians. “Aye, |

‘The meeting being organized, Mr. Garrison 
rose and asked any one who pleased to make a 
prayer. ‘Lhe offer was accepted irom the body 
of the house, and the prayer was made—Mr. 
Garrison following with sundry extracts from 
the bible, bearing against bondage and oppres- 
sion.

| Mr. Garrison now came forward and made 
alongspeech, which was tre juently interrupt- 
ed by small disturvances in different sections of 
the house. He commenced by explaining brict- 
lv the oijects of the Socicty and the Reforms 
itis endeavoring to accomplish. The aims of 
ithe American Anti-Slavery Society he consid- 
l ered benciivent, glorious and Christ-like; and 
| proceeded at great length to illustrate and clu- 
| cidate the principles which characterize his own 
; conduct and the institution of which he is the 
j head. He inveighed bitterly against the reti- 
| gious denominations—denouncing them as be- 
| ing, in elect, hand-in-hand with the Siavehold- 
| er, aud conspiring against the Slave. Various 
religious bodies, he said, have various religious 
| tests, and they make these vital to piety. ‘The 

time hus come to see these dogmas disregarded. 
| They are of no value whatever (in Mr. G.’s 
Opinion)—they are the salt which has lost its 
| savor, and which is fit only to be trodden under 
the tect of men. 

Slavery is acurse to the landin which we

SECOND DAY. 


The scandalous effurts made on Tuesday 
by the great Captain of the Ewpire Club 
and his gang to break up the meetings of 
the Society, did not seem to produce much 
effect upon the members; ior some time 
before the period for opening the doors yes- 
terday morning, they began to gather in the 
Library Hall, aud from the little observation 
which they seemed to attraci, there appeared 
reason to hope for a tolerably quiet meeting. 
The audience of members got quietly seat- 
ed before the gang began to appear. Per- 
haps not more than 200 or 250 persons were 
there for quiet and orderly purposes; of these 
some 50 or more were ladies, and about the 
same number were colored persons. At the 
entrance of Mr. Garrison some little ap- 
plause was given, and close at his heels came 
the “Law and Order” party, beaded by 
Rynders. They at first took their station 
around the uper tier of seats in the lobby, and

Resolved, That we believe the day will come 
when the moral reprobation of the world will 
rest on this evil, and men will regard Slavery 
and its supporters with all the abhorrence with 
which they lock on the tribunals and dungeons 
of the Inquisition, and the vilest forms of op- 
pression which have existed in past ages. 

Resolved, That itis our duty as Christians, 
on all proper occasions, to protest against the 
low standard of morality that sanctions the sct- 
tlement of any diiliculties by a compromise of 
moral principles, and that it is our duty to main- 
tain the cause of justice and the oppressed, and 
leave the results with God. 

Resolved, ‘That Christians cannot consistent- 
ly give their influence to elevate men to places 
of honor and trust who are known to be sup- 
porters of any great social and moral evil. 

Yesolved, That the glory of God and the 
good of mankind require the exclusion of Slave- 
holders from the Christian Church.

sion of the desired reform, as well as for pub- 
lic addresses in its behalf. 

With these facts in view, we the undersigned 
women of Ohio have concluded to hold an 
| Annual Fair in the town of Salem to promote 
| the cause of Anti-Slavery. Every thing in 
| the political world seems to pvint out the ne- 
cessity for renewed and untiring exertion in 
this most holy cause. ‘The distinctions of Whig 
and Democrat are forgotten in the all-absorb- 





ing struggle for the extension of Slavery, and 
to all appearances the South will obtain every 
thing she asks. We believe a large pai! of the 
| People of the North are in favor of Freedom, 
| and that many members of the present Con- 
gress were clected with the expectation that 
they would firmly oppose any extension of the 
curse of Slavery ; but some have proved to be 
| voluntary recreants to their trust, and some 
| have been frightened into submission to the 
Siave-Power. Let us then dedicate ourselves 
anew to the Cause of the Slave. Let us keep 
up agitation until the people shall as one man 
rise up and demand Universal Emancipation 
or Exemption from participation in the sin of 
holaing our fellow-beings in bondage. Many 
of us can dv but little. Yet lect us not hold 
back on that account. Some of us are mothers, 
and though few of us can go forth and speak 
publicly in behalf of the stricken bondman, 
we may yet, by contributing our pittance in this 
way, by mingling with our neighbours, and 
pleading as our maternal feelings shell dictate 
for the stricken mother in the South, and in- 
stilling into the minds of those committed to 
our care an undying abhorrence of Injustice and 
Wrong. We may, like the drops of rain, which, 
singly are unnoticed and insigniticant,by uniting, 
change and iavigorate the aspect of the whole 
world, 

We propose holding a Fair, commencing the 
3ist of December, and continuing through the 
following day; and we would earnestiy invite 
all persons, without respect to party or creed, 
to lend their aid by sending such contributions as 
they can make or procure. ‘The funds arising 
therefrom to be devoted to the dissemination of 
Anti-Slavery Truth, through the agency o¢ 
the Western Anti-Slavery Society.

| School at Cleveland is hereafter to be open to 
women on the same terms as tomen. Other 
schools will no doubt speedily adopt the same 
course,
